DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

With regards to claims 1-11 : 

• The closest art found to be applicable to this case is Deguchi et al. (US 

6,190,282), and two of the pieces of art provided in applicant's IDS, Tanaka et al. 
(JP 2000-313600) and Kubodera et al. (EP 1 366 949 A1). These references 
teach or disclose multiple aspects of applicant's invention, however they do not 
teach or disclose the specific system of applicant in which a motor is determined 
to be the sole driving force for a load under a predetermined amount and in this 
situation is disconnecting from the engine via a clutch and then when a 
predetermined load or more than that load is reached the engine is brought up to 
speed and the motor is sped up and then they are rejoined into a driveline which 
provides the force necessary to move the cargo handling means. Therefore 
claim 1 and its dependents are found to contain allowable subject matter.
